UNITARIAN MARRIAGES. 

The second reading of the Bill to allow the Unitarians jo celebrate 
marriages in their own chapels, according to their own forms, was moved 
by the .Marquis of Lanspown, who stated that some. ministers of the 
Established 4 Church, feeling that the Church itself was injured by com- 
pelling persons to enter the Temple of God with equivocation on their 
tongues, had given their assistance towards framing this measure, which 
had passed through all its stages in the Commons without a.single 
division. 

The Archbishop of Canrersury voted for the Bill, as equally 
collated to- relieve the dissentersand the ministers of the Church of 


Englan 

Phe B Bishop of Bara and Wetts denied that the church marriage 
ceremony was a grievance to the Unitarians. He admitted that they 
were obliged to make a declaration * in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost:” but these very words were used in 
their own printed ceremony of baptism—* I baptize thee in the name of 
the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost.” He also admitted that the clergy- 
man gave to the parties benediction, by praying to God the Father, God 
the Son, and the Holy Ghost, to bless them. Now, if they did not 
think that they were the better for this, surely they could not feel them- 
selves worse. 

The Bishop of Licurretp and Coventry thought the bill calculated 
to deliver the Church of England from the scandalous profanation of a 
compromise at the altar. 

The Lonv Cuancecior said, that the Toleration Act did not repeal 

the common law of the land; and as it was still therefore a crime at 
common law to deny the divinity of Christ, their Lordships must begin 
with repealing the common law, and Wot with an Act of Parliament in 
theteeth of it. “The Jews and the Quakers had marriage ceremonies of 
their own,*and he should not be sorry to see ‘a bill introduced, declaring 
their marriages'valid; for — in Lord Hardwicke’s Act, 
yet, in a case lately before him, considerable doubts had been raised as 
to the validity of Quakers’ marriages. 
: The'Eari of Livenpeds said the Learned Lord supplied an argument 
against himself, when he admitted the propriety of Jewish and Quaker 
marriages; for could any man assert that the doctrines of the Unitarians 
were more at variance with Christianity than those of the Jews? The 
Unaitarianas'Jenied the divinity of Christ; but the Jews denied Christi- 
avity eltegether—they blasphemed and crucified him whom we adored. 
And how did the law stand at —— In some cases marriage, aecord- 
ing to the rites of the church of England, was not necessary even amongst 
its own members: they might goto France and be married by a Roman 
Catholic, ‘orto Scotland. and be married by.a Presbyterian. He sup- 
poxted the Bill,

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PROPOSED LONDON COLLEGE. me 
ll, witha view to in-. 


Mr. Baovenam obtained leave to withdraw his Bi 
troduce it next week as a private Bill, its object wt simply to incorporate 
a company, without limiting the responsibility of the shareholders, or 
seeking any power to create fellowships, confer degrees, &c., or, in faet, 
any of the exclusive privileges of the existing universities. The design 
was, to bring home to the inhabitants of London, who were now deterred 
by expense and distance, the means of giving their children a liberal and 
scientific education. It would be a low average to aoy, that an education 
at Oxford or Cambridge cost 200/ a-year; and it was notorious, that the 
extravagance and dissipation at those places produced the greatest evils to 
society. He felt pleasure in stating, that great improvements were making 
at the Universities, in regard to the system of education ; but the expense 
was an insurmountable objection to hundreds of tradesmen and others in 
the metropolis, who might, by means of the new college, have their child- 
ren instructed at an expense of ten poundsa year, viz. in three classes 
of three pounds each, and a pound entrance.: It was intended to secure 
the assistance of the best Professors of the Sciences, Letters, and the Arts, 
in all their branches. In osder that the situations of these Professors should 
vot become sineeures, they would not have houses at the colleges, and 
their salaries would be very moderate, not exceeding eighty or one bund- 
red pouuds a year; leaviog them to rely principally for their remupera- 
tion on the gumber of their pupils. A medical school would also be 
attached to the. college... Schools for mechanics were establishing in all 
parts of the kingdom: 28 or 30 of these institutions were nearly completed. 
The result woutd be the general diffusion of scientific reading. It was not 
likely that respectable tradesmen would be satisfied to see their sons more 
ignorant then the sons of their carpenters and their bell-hangers. There 
would be no exclusion on theological grounds ; theology being, indeed, the 
only branch of learning it was proposed not to teach.—-The government of 
the College. was to be that * Chancellor, a Vice-Chancellor, and 19 
Directors. : 

Mr. M. A. Tayior defended the Universities from the charge of dissi- 
pation and idleness. He declared of bis own knowledge, that at Oxford 
every thing was done which discipline, science, and. literature could 
aceowplish ! 

Mr. Brovasam declared, that the new institution was not intended in 
any way to rival the Universities. He rather expected, that by rendering 
the thirst for scientific knowledge, as it were, epidemic among a very 
aifferent class, more property would be sent them in consequence.
